(who axe hereby authoꝛtzed and required there⸗ 
unto) to levy the Sum alleſſed, by diſtreſs 
and ſale of the Goods of ſuch perſons ſo refu- 
ſing oꝛ neglecting to pay, deducting the Sum 
aſſeſſed, and reaſonable charges of diſtraining, 
and reſtoꝛe the over⸗plus to the owner thereof ; 
And to bzeak open any Houſe, Trunk, Cheſt, oz 
Box, 02 any thing where any ſuch Goods are, 
and to call to their aſſiſtance any of the Focces

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Towns. oꝛ places where any reſiſtance ſhall be 
made, 02 any other Officer oꝛ Officers, perſon 
oꝛ perſons, Civil oꝛ Military, whatſoever ; 
which ſaid Foꝛces, Officers, and Perſons, are 
hereby required to be aiding and aſſiſting in the 
Pꝛemiſes, as they will anlwer the contrary at 
their perils. And ik any difference oꝛ queſtion 
happen upon the taking of ſuch diſtreſſe be- 
tween the parties diſtrained oꝛ diſtraining, the 
ſame ſhall be ended and determined by the ſaid 
Commiſſioners, oꝛ any two 02 mote of them, 
and the ſaid ſeverall Commiſſioners.oꝛ any two 
oꝛ moꝛe of them, are hereby authoꝛiſed to uſe 
ſuch other lawfull wayes oz meanes foz the 
ſpeedy levping of the ſatd Alſeſſements, as to 
them (hall be thought fit: And if any perſon 
oꝛ perſons ſhall neglect oꝛ refuſe to pay the Al- 
ſeſſements, and convey his oz their Goods, oꝛ 
other perſonall Eſtate, whereby the ſum of Mo⸗ 
ney ſo Aſſceſſed cannot be Levyed accoꝛding to 
this Act, then the laid reſpective Commiſlio: 
ners, oꝛ any two oz moꝛe of them, are hereby 
authoꝛiſed to impꝛiſon the perſon, and ſequeſter 
the Eſtates of every ſuch perſon, koꝛ the ads 
vancement of the ſaid ſervice: And the ſeve⸗ 
rall and reſpective Tenants oz Tenant of all 
Houſes and Land, Which ſhall be rated by ver⸗ 
tue of this Act, are hereby required and autho- 
riſed to pay ſuch ſums of Money as ſhall be 
rated upon fuch Houſe oz Lands, and to deduct 
out of their Rents ſo much of the ſatd Rates, 
as in reſpect of the ſaid Rents of every ſuch 
Houſe and Land , the Landlozds ſhould: oz 
ought to pay and bear, and the ſaid Landloꝛds, 
both mediate and immedtate, accoꝛding to their

And be it Enacted, That every Tenant, pay- 
ing the ſaid Aſſeſſment, hall be acquitted and 
diſcharged foꝛ ſo much money as the ſaid Al⸗ 
ſeſſements ſhallamount to, as if the lame had 
been actually paid unto ſuch perſon oz perſons 
unto whom his Rents ſhoulp have been due and 
payable : And if any difference ſhall ariſe be- 
tween Landlozd and Tenant, oꝛ any other,con- 
cerning the ſaid Rates , the ſaid ſeverall Com⸗ 
miſſioners, oꝛ any two oz more of them, in their 
ſatd ſeverall Diviſions, ſhall and have hereby 
power toſettle the ſame as they ſhall think fit :

Towns. oꝛ 
Places, 02 upon the ſeverall and reſpective Di⸗ 
viſions and Partſhes where the ſame ſhall be 
Unaſſeſſed,not Collected, Levied, oz not payed, 
the ſaid New Alleſſement to be made, Collects 
ed, LevyedandPayed, in ſuch manner, and by 
ſuch means as in this Act foꝛ the Aſſeſſement is 
declared. 

And it is further Enacted, That ik any per- 
ſon oz perſons ſhall find him oz themſelves 
agarieved. that he oz they, is, oz are over-rated, 
and ſhall within fir dayes after demand made 
of the ſum of money Alleſled on him oz them, 
complain to the Commilsioners who ſigned oz 
allowed his oꝛ their Aſleſſement, the majoz.

And be it further Enacted by the Authoꝛity 
afo:eſard, That it any perſon oz perſons ſhall 
wiifully neglect- to perfozm his duty in the 
due and ſpeedy execution of this pzeſent Act, 
the ſaid reſpertive Commiſſoners, oꝛ any thzee 
o2 moze of them, Have hereby power to im⸗ 
poſe on ſuch perſon oz perſons ſo refuſing oꝛ 
neglecting their duties, ſuch fine oꝛ ſtnes as to 
chem ſhall be thought ſit, and cauſe the ſame to 
be levied by diſtreſſe and ſale of his oz their 
Goods in manner afoꝛeſaid. 

Pꝛobided, That no Fine to be impoſed by 
any of the ſatd Commiſſioners, ſhall fo: any 
one offence exceed the ſum of Twenty pounds;

them to the Receiver Generall ok His High-

And he it hereby enacted by the Authoztty afoze 
ſatd, That no P2iviledged Place oꝛ Perſon, 
Body Politick oꝛ Coꝛpoꝛate, within the Cities, 
Counties, Towns, and Places afoꝛeſaid, hall 


be exempted from the ſaid Alleſſinents and 
T ares, but that they and every of them, and 
alſo all Fee-Farm Rents, and other Rents of

that the ſeveral and reſpective Commiſſioners 
and every of them, ſhall from time to time, give 
a perfect accompt of all their doings and pꝛo⸗ 
ceedings, to the Comtniſſioners of his Higt:- 
neſſe Erchequer in Scotland. 
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
